WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—An agree- 
ment for the funding of Italy’s war- 
time debt to the United States was 
reached today by the Italian and Amer- 
ican Debt” Commissions, under which 
Italy would pay a total of $2,407,000,000 
over a period of sixty-two years. The 
terms are. considerably more lenient 
than those granted to any other debtor 
nation up to this time and, roughly cal- 
culated, repgesent repayment of the 
original principal amount of $1,648,000,- 
000, and $759,000,000 in interest, accrued 
and future. 

The agreement has received the ap- 
proval of President Coolidge and will 
be sent by him to Congress for ratifi- 
cation. The American Commission gave 
its approval to the agreement by unani- 
mous vote, and the forecasts are that 
it will be accepted by Congress, al- 
though the terms undoubtedly are below 
what ea few of the Senators had ex- 
pected. Backers of the agreement in-

LONDON, ‘Nov. 12:—France has 
been stung by insisting that bees 
be delivered to her as a part of 
reparations.

LUXOR, Egypt. Nov. 12.—The pre- 
cinets of the tomb of Pharao Tut- 
‘ankh-Amen. today again presented an 
animated appearance reminiscent of the 
time when the first wonderful revela- 
tion of it thrilleg the world. Hgyptian 
‘officials arrived here yesterday from 
Cairo to witness the process of X-raying 
the.Pharach’s. mummy, but it has not 
yet been found possible to do this ow- 
ing to the fact that the linen wrappings 
are 86 clésély adfering tovit that it is 
considerably difficult to remove them 
without damage. It is hoped, however, 
to obtain X-ray photographs in a few 
days. ¢ : 
In the meantime Mr. Burton of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art is busily 
engaged in photographing the coffin and 
the wonderful objects” found in it. 
This coffin was finally extracted trom 
the nest of shrines enclosing it a fort- 
night ago and rethoved to the tomb of 
Seti II, which ls now used as @ work- 
shop and laboratory. © 
The coffin was opened by Howard 
Carter in the presence of Government 
officials yesterday and disclosed a mar- 
velous collection of precious stones and 
jewels. The coffin itself is one of the 
most remarkable finds in the annals of 
archaeology, for it is made of solid gold, 
probably the most massive rélic of 
ancient civilization of that metal un- 
earthed. 
This alone affords an indication of the 
astonishing wealth of Egypt in that 
epoch, fer the wildest funeral extrav- 
agances of Rome and Byzantium did 
not go beyond marble and alabaster 
burial receptacles. : 


Coffin a Rare Work of Art. 


The coffin is also a‘ wonderful work 
of art. It is covered with intricate in- 
scriptions and figures of divinities em- 
bossed and engraved, demonstrating the 
highest artistic skill in design and exe- 
cution.

He said it had been a mis- 
take, to which he himself pleaded in 
part guilty, “in the first instance to in- 
clude the higher-priced apartments to 
any extent in the rent laws.’’ He réc- 
ommended that expiration of the pres- 
ent code be advanced to May 15, and 
that the code then be drastically re- 
vised’ to protect the cheapest class of 
apartments only. 

But this would not be a permanent 
solution .of the standing shortage in 
homes for low-paid workers, Mr. Unter- 
myer said. New cohstruction, he said, 
was needed for. that. 


Submits Building Program. 


Mr. Untermyer abpittiedy submitted 
@ construction program for cheap haqus- 
ing which-wag based upon éxtension of 
municipal credit for the small home 
buyer. His-plan, In brief, contemiplated 
that the municipality advance $10,000 on 
a first mortgage and eb ea 
spective ownet pay $1,000 eh per 
cent. interest and amortigation and other 
charges, which would «make hig: carry- 
ing charge about $800.8 year, or at the 
rate of about $6 per room per month. 

Mr. Untermyer apparently regarded 
the provision of sufficient cheap apart- 
ments as having: become a quasi-public 
utility. Members of the, State Housing 
Commission admittedly’ drew this infer- 
ence not alone from his suggestion of 
the use .of public credit but from his 
further .f dation that tte’ con- 
duct of the project a’ a whole be placed 
in the. hands of. a committee,;of five 
public-spirited men. 

“If the rent laws,"’ Mr. Untermyer 
said in outlining his plan, “are to be 
continued until vacancies can be found 
at anything like the rentals that are 
now being paid by the $4 to $8 per 
month tenants, they will go on forever. 
Tkere is, however, a solution, in my 
judgment, but it requires municipal aid 
supplemented by the highest order of 
non-political volunteer business manage- 
ment by big men to whom the solution 
of the problem appeals as high public 
duty. I refer to the building of two- 
family houses. 


‘Outlines Conditions. 


“There is room for 100,000 such houses 
on cheap vacant land within the city 
limits and within easy access of the 
heart of the city. These houses, includ- 
ing the value of the lots, can readily 
be built with the aid of city credit so 
as to be sold within $11,000 without the 
loss of a dollar to the city, under the

British Submarine M-I1 
Rescue Efforts Fail in 


‘Sinks With 68 Men; 
Deep Water Off Devon 





LONDON, Nov. 12.—The British sub- 
marine M-1, with sixty-eight officers 
and men, is in deep water at the bottom 
of the English Channel, off Start Point, 
(en the Devon coast, where: she dived 
early today, and grave fedrs are felt 
here that a great disaster has befallen 
the British Navy, 
Late tonight. the Admiralty issued the 
following statement: 
“During exercises ‘early this morning 
the submarine M~-1 was seen to dive in 
a position. about fifteen miles south of 
Start Point. She has not been’ seen 
since. Every effort: is being made to 
locate her and establish communica- 
tion.’’ 
After the submarine’s dive the follow- 
ing signal was flashed to the British 
Atlantic fleet’ from the Commander-in- 
‘Chief, Sir Henry Oliver, at Portland: 
“The. Commander-in-Chief very mutch 
| regrets to inform the Atlantic fleet that 
it is feared the submarine. M-1 has been 
lost with all hands during exercises in 
the Channeél.”’ : 
The M-1 was with the flotilla of seven

John St. Loe Strachey, editor of The 
Spectator and ‘distinguished English 
author, brought a message of optimism 
on conditions here and in Great Britain 
to a luncheon given In his honor yes- 
terday by the English-Speaking’ Union 
. United States, at the Hote] Roose- 
velit, ° ‘ 

Asserting that the collection of its 
debts was not held to the discredit of 
the United States, Mr. Strachey said: 

“We thank you for not having tempted 
us to default and break our plighted 
faith. We hired the money and signed a 
promissory note. When a gentleman. has 
done that he keeps his word.”’ 

Mr. Strachey was introduced by John 
W. Davis, President of the union, as the 
representative of a nation which had 
made a great contribution to the mutual 
advancement of mankind since the war. 
His welcome was seconded by Dr. John 
H. Finley, Chairman of the New York 
Chapter of the union. 

Mr. Strachey devoted the conclusion of 
his.speech to answering his own. ques- 
tions, ‘‘How about things here?’’ and

| Professor Bogert Wants Us to Bulld 
‘Up Chemical Branch of Army. 
The United States is apathetic to the 
tremendous significance of chemical 
warfare in the future and is “making 
no adequate preparations to meet the 
"menace, according to Dr. Marston T. 
Bogert, professor. of organic chemistry 


| at Columbia University. Dr. Bogert; 


formerly a Colonel in the Chemical. War- 


fare Service of the army, spoke yester- 
day at a meeting of the-Lions Club at 
the Hotel Commodore. 

“The nation that leads in science has 
nothing to fear from a fore enemy, 
he said. ‘‘But the nation that is laggard 
in science can never.be secure, no mat- 
ter how great its wealth or man-power 
or industrial resources may be. You 
cannot protect yourself against chem- 
ical warfare at short notice. 
some future enemy unleash its chem- 
ical weapons at us, there will be no 
time to meet the menace. The war will 
be over before we can prepare for it.” 

Quoting from figures supplied by Brig. 
Gen. Amos A. Fries, head of the army 
Chemical Warfare Service, Dr. Bogert 
accused the War Department of blind 
neglect in failing to provide for. the 
chemical warfare branch of the service. 
Out of a total military appropriation 
of: $339,797,971, he said, only $907,980 
had been set aside for the development 
of the Chemical Warfare Service. 

Agreements’ to ban chemical warfare, 
such as that of the Geneva Protocol of 
1924, were minimized by: Dr. Bogert, 
who said, ‘‘All modern warfare is chem- 
ical warfare, if it uses rifles and ex- 
plosive shells. If the nations are going 
to ban poison gases, they should like- 
wise ban all modern firearms and ex- 
plosives, because they, too, are chemical 
in origin."’ 

Dr. Bogert also opposed ratification 
of the Geneva Protocok by the Senate. 
‘“‘The agreement in the protocol would 
tie us, hands and feet; and any un- 
scrupulous enemy breaking the  agree- 
ment would find us helpless to meet 
the threat,” he said

Director Blossom Sees Many Ob- 
stacles Because of Pact With 
Princeton and Harvard.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov, 12.—John 
T. Blossom, Yale Director of Athletics, 
said today in The Yale Alumni Weekly 
that there is mo serious basis for the 
report that Yale is planning to join in 
a movement Idoking toward an Eastern 
football or other athletic conference. 





He admitted, however, that the confer-| ‘ 


ence idea has advantages, but insists 
that because Princeton, Harvard and 
Yale are united in a lar athletic 





agreement they cannot gracefully initi- 
ate the conference plan because of the 
assertion arising that they would be 
imposing their will upon the other mem- 
bers, ds they are bound to abide by cer- 
tain agreed stipulations -in their ath- 
letic relations, Some time ago Mr. 
Blossom recommended the formation of 
an intercollegiate baseball league. 

‘“‘There is no solid basis for — re- 

port that there is a possibility in the 
near future of forming an agg yee  o- 
ball conference,’’ states Mr. 
“There was _ considerable aiscgasion 
about three years ago as to the feaai- 
bility of forming a baseball league or 
conference under the same _ general 
scheme which now obtains in basketball, 
which should include Yale, Harvard and 
Princeton. Both Yale and Princeton 
were inclined to favor this plan, but 
the Harvard authorities did not feel 
that they could enter into it without 
serious disarrangement of their early 
season schedule. The plan was thére- 
fore dropped. 

“The idea of a conference of Eastern 
colleges in football was patently open 
to the same objections, and it has not 
been seriously urged. Another obstacle 
to it is the Yale-Harvard-Princeton 
agreement that the football training 
season shall not begin in advance of 


Sept. 15. 

“No likelihood exists of any modifi- 
cations of this agreement at the present 
time, and in the event of the forming 
of a conference it would be, necessary 
for these universities to impose their 
rulings on other members of the league. 
This would give the impression of a 
mistaken policy of domination, which is 
far from their intention.”’

They 
serve for the most part in the. land 
of strangers. Nor are they men who 
have served in consulships &t home, 
as in the ancient days of Rome. They 
are in the larger ports and es, men 
of unusual experience in affairs, who 
are on their way to larger and larger 
responsibilities. ‘But they are pro- 
consuls in theesense that thes are 
looking after individuals or groups of 
individuals of their own nationality, 
who are in a sense little provinces to 
be advised and helped in making their 
adaptations to the strange conditions 
in which they ‘find themselyes, while 
still keéping their relations with the 
mother country. ’ 

Many of their duties seem trivial, 
but these often concern things that 
make for serious international trouble 
if not attended to with promptness, 
sympathy and understanding. . As Mr. 
CUNLIFFE-OWEN says, they have no, 
actual authority over their coéuntry- 
men, yet they are generally regarded 
as responsible if things go wrong, both 
by the communities in which they are 
placed yand by their home Govern- 
ments. So it is that men of experi- 
ence as well as exceptional ability and 
of highest probity are needed in these: 
posts. 

The organization of the New York: 
Soeiety of. Foreign: Consuls in New 
York brings into public notice ‘that 
group of men of all ‘nations who are 
as essential in their service as are the 
magistrates of our own city. Though 
the. group constantly changes fn per- 
sonnel, the Consuls Géneral of the 
larger countries stay in this particular 
port often for many yéars and come 
to-be among our own, leading’ Tesi- 
| dents. Living among us,;they know us 
in ‘our homes, our vocations ‘and our 
avocations better thah the Ministers 
or Ambassadors do. Individually, they 
bring their own countries nearer to 
us. Collectively, they are the official 
microcosm of’ the world, here in the 
midst of the city. Instead of their 
meeting every. year, as they have just 
| done on a ship out in the harbor, they 
should be the guests of the city at 
great public assemblage.

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TAXES ON SURPLUSES. 


Workings of Section 220 of the 
1924 Revenue Act Explained. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Considerable uneasiness has been man- 
ifested/ py officials. and stockholders 
of corporations over the report that the 
Treasury Department intends to enforce 
Section 220 of the ‘Revenue Act of 1924, 
and from public and private discussions 
it’ appears that the provisions: of this 
section gre not générally understood. 
The section referred ‘to does not pro- 
pose to tax surpluses” 50 per cent, or 
any ‘other amount. The -tax of 60 per 
cent. is an additional taxon income 
-for the taxable year where it is shown 
that profits are or have been permitted | 
to accumulate beyond the reasonable 
needs of the business, and the income 
so taxed includes income which is other- 
‘wise. non-taxable. to corporations, such 
as dividends from domestic corporations 
and interest: on’ certain . obligations of 
the United States: The effect of the 
imposition of ‘this tax would be to com- 
pel some corporations to pay more than 
60 percent. of their total income to the 
Federal Governnient. 

The purpose of the section is 7 to dis- 
courage or prevent an accumulation of 
earnings with the-intent of enabling 
stockholders to evade the surtax pay- 
able on dividends received, and to make 
the. section operative it appears that 
two factors must be présent—first, that 
the corporation is. availed of for the 
purpose of stich évasion, afd, second, 
that the" prefits are permitted to accu- 
miulate Beydnd. the reasonable needs of 
the busthess.  This- second~>factor. is 
held by the section to be prima facie 
evidence ‘of -the purpose-to escape the 
surtax; but; Hike all: other “prima : facie 
evidence, may. be controverted by exact 
proof of conditions ‘as they. exist. . 

The Deputy Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue has stated that the section re- 
quires the distribution. of profits unless 
‘the’ “reasonable ‘present needs” of the 
business make an accumulation neces- 
sary. Article 353 of Regulation ' 65 
states that such an accumulation is 
“unreasofiable if it:is not required for 
the purposes of the business, consider- 
ing. all the circumstances of the case,’’ 
and says\further that an. accumulation 
is proper “if invested in’ increased: in- 
ventories or additions tothe plant. rea- 
sonably néeded in the business.” 

It will be seén that a strict construc~ 
tion. of the above language would pre- 
clude the investment of surplus in stocks 
or securities of other corporations, so- 
called tax-exempt securities, and also in 
land, buildings or equipment where not 
reasonably needed in the business. It, 
however, the undistributed surplus,’ no, 
matter how large, is invested’ in inven- 
tories, plant or equipment which are 
being used for the purposes.of the busi- 
ness, Section 220 is not operative.: 3

Passamaquoddy Bay, an arm of the Bay 
of.Fundy, said that the plan at present.

be 3,000,000,000 kilowatt hours, or aE any 
cent. of the output of the public utility 
plants of New England in 1923.

ASSESSMENTS ARE NOT.CUT 


Managers Firm on Other Features 
of Roosevelt Plan—1t. ©. C. to 
Review Recelvership. 


An armistice has been declared in the 
battle to. dictate. the . reorganization 
terms. of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 8t. 
Paul Railway, and the opposing forces 
willemeet today for the nominal signing 
of terms virtually agreed upon by both 
sides. 

This follows a contest which appeared 
likely not only to injure the already 
seriously crippled St. Paul by prolong- 
ng the. receivership but to affect the 
railroad cause as a: whole. Rallroad 
men had.come to regard the quarrels 
of the bankers as injuring the standing 
of the carriers with the public and con- 
taining the germ of more restrictive 
railroad legislation... 

Proponent and opponent maintained 
secrecy on the details of the peace 
terms while conferences were being held. 
The silence, however, was too much for 
Wall Street curiosity and the news 
leaked out. 

The objection by Roosevelt & Son, 


‘leaders of the opposition, which found 
a receptive attitude on the part of the 
proponents of the reorganization, was 
to the treatment: of the $230,060,796 St. 
Paul bonds in default. In the original 
plan of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and the Na- 
tional City Bank the holders of these 
bonds were to receive 5 per cent. adjust- 
ment mortgage bonds in principal 
amount to their present holdings. These 
bonds were entirely dependent upon the 
future earnings of the road-for their 
interest, which placed them in somewhat 
>! same position as prior preference 
st > 


‘ Wanted Share in Future Profits. 


The Roosevelt committee set forth that 
if the holders of these bonds consented 
to the exchange of their fixed interest 
bearing securities for income bonds they 


should be permitted to share ‘in the fu- 
ture profits of the roa@. They suggested 
that in addition to the new bonds bear- 
ing 5 per cent. interest they. receive 1 
per cent. additional after dividends on 
the preferred stock in any year had 
reached 4 per cent. This gave the hold- 
ers 5 per cent. bonds @ par< 
ticipating feature whereby they would 
receive 6 per cent. as soon as the pre- 
ferred stock was receiving 4 per cent.
